@ gooi thing tc sponsor. Major Cohen listened intantly se this young man described hw a 
fmman veice could oe carriel over toe air, On March 15, 198, tns Journal went on the sir 
wita the first brceadcasting station in the South ani the second newepaper-owned station in 
Acerica. The transmitter was locatad on the fifth fleor of 7 Forsyth Street. It should be 
wnown that this same tranmmitter is now located in the Smithsonian Institution in Tashington 
2% an example of pionesring enginssrina tecmology. “S88 was facei with a cit of & protlan. 
Aithough tog nad 4 transmitter, not mary people cad receivers. Tae solution was pudlisn- 
ing recaiva’ plans in tae Journal ani miploying mooile demonstratore «m “ould traverse tha 
town stopping wherever people would congregate. In adiiticn, George Iler, ¥SB's first 
chief engineer, ani his associates woulda conduct rzgular classes in radic conetruction. WSE 
ventured into all areas of programzing brcadcasting many firsts. hoon Eisansnts clotaing 
store curned dowr, on Voitosll Street, oroadcast it as a current news event. Tnoay transnit- 
ted the first radio wedding, tne first to scnaule regular cnurcn services and ever is-uad 
Leaoerscip carié to haaiowle, taoear loyal listenare aroun toe couctry. Ir addition, a 
slogan "The Yoice of -he South", tneir misical IS was the first tnores notes to "Over There," 
a forerunner to the EC Chines I'11 bet, and yes, even a station thane song, "The Journal 
Covers Dixis lixe tne Dew," written oy Dick Finen and Adjy Britt. Power increasas were 
constant in 1925 ~ 1,900 watts, in 1929 an increase tc 5,000 watts, asiin 1935 te tne top, 
50,090 watts, were authcrized, In tne meantime the facilities wore moved to the Penthouse 
of the Atlanta Biltmore Hotel in 1927 ani taey becazne atfiliated with NBC as charter members. 
In December 1939 tne Journal and WSB were purcnasei by former Governor Jamas N. Cox of Onio. 
After 30 years at the Biltuore HSB raiio and television moved in togetosr under om roof in 
1954.

THOUGHTS _ON_RECEIVERS

teetetenaeeee = Fowdy y'all from the Ear of tae Glades. News nere is I nave a new TRF 
portable. Tue te tne economy I nave te put the FRG-? on the back ourner again. However, 
I have picked up an AX~190 converted to an SX-190 with 90 thru 13 aster ands to play wi th 
for the time being. I have now an RF.2200, toe THF, the old SW-aA, and SX-190. I looked 
in my junk box end found 4 ECB converter I had made for the R-4B wnich up-verts the BCB to 
7,0-7.5 band. It useia double balanced mixer, ani a emall crystal oscillator with 6.0 and 
5.6 wHz crystals. Since it has no tuned input, I have to use the MY-l loop. I waited too 
late to got a 12-855 motel THF...s0 I wound up with a 12-656. It is fairly sensitive, but 
with the locp...“ow! As soon as I got it home, I opened it up and spent over two hours 
carefully aligning it up for peak sensitivity. I also hai to rawire ta untenna jack. Tas 
‘hot! wire from tne Jack (tip) goes to 4 25 turn coil wound on the small 7" ferrite anten- 
na. Tas 'colit end of ths coil ges to ground. The grounded side of the jack goes to 
grouni. This way I can use a longwire, or tne loop. Since I sdied & small pot to the 
locp's output, 1 can control the RF going into tne PEF. Woes I can spars £5, i will get a 
pair cf transfiltere to soup up the selectivity. (Top tani bunching really shows up with- 
out then). I can't canplain for what I got. $32 isa gool buy. In fact, I nave even 
thought of buying another ona, and refit it into another cabiret, add dial lamps, RF gain 
control, antenna-mixer trimusr controls, S-meter, % calibrate the dial, a better filter. 
Another project is to sometime find an oli tuvei type RX as a baciup...dirt cheap! (I'm 
not cheap when it comes tc DX gear...I wish I nad a couple of R-390-A's, and an SP-600, but 
when you have few $35 to play wita...well, tae "goli-plated" RXes are on ths back purner 
until my snip comss in,) It is sad to rote that Radio Snack is dropping the Dx-160, For 
the price, it really wasn't a bad set to work witn. Many have cought the 160 over tne 
years, & this also means tna end of RXee in affordabla prices. Drop the DX-300, wut im 3p 
the dependable DX-150/150, Scmeday this s-¢ will be a collector item because of the impact 
it has hed on the hobty, Those who have a limited budget as MV & SW Dxers ara baing done a 
great disservice with all tas expacsive equipment EXes flooding tow market.
